Warmer temperatures and some moisture has
shades of green starting be visible which is quite welcome as many are
seeing their hay supplies disappearing after the long feeding season.
Hay movement is light to moderate. Hay supplies are light to moder-
ate, demand is moderate and prices are steady to firm.
